BANDAR ANZALI, Gilan Prov-

Netanyahu Reiterates 
"Declaration of War" 


ince the right-wing israeli Likud Party won the May elec- 
tions, many Arab officals as well as analysts have been 
waiting for the outcome of Benjamin Netanyahu’s visit to 
Washington hoping that the U.S. might convince him to soften his 
stance on the peace process. 

ln his address fo the Congress Wednesday, Netanyahu touched 
on three sensitive issues which have been considered vital for the 
continuation of Middle East peace. 

On the question of Jerusalem, he strongly ruled out any divi- 
sion of the city saying that it will remain the “undivided, indivis- 
ible" capital of Israel: “there will never be a redivision of 
Jerusalem, never." 

On the issue of Jewish settlements in the occupied territories, 
he said, israel insists "on the right of Jews to live anywhere in the 
land," which implies that the expansion of the Jewish settlements 
will continue. In his meeting with Clinton on Sunday, the premier 
of the Jewish state had said that israel would not withdraw from 
the Golan Heights and other occupied territories. 

This is the restatement of what brought him to office in May elecdlions. 

Netanyahu has subjected the continuation of the peace process 
with three conditions: security of Israel; reciprocation on the part 
of the Arabs; and democracy. 

If security is a vital issue for the aggressor Israel, it is equally 
vital for its neighbors whose territories have remained under the 
occupation of the Zionist regime for decades. The Zionist regime 
should realize trat occupation of land of its neighbors is no 
guarantee for its security. 

As far as the reciprocation is concerned, in the first instance, 
Israel itself should be ready to reciprocate: Arabs too need 
security. In order to guarantee their security, Israel should with- 
draw from all occupied territories and pledge not to cast a 
covetous eye onı the Arab lands again. 

So far as democracy in Arab countries is concerned, Israel has 
no right to interfere in their intemal affairs. Instead of shedding 
crocodile tears for the lack of democracy in the Arab countries, 
Netanyahu should allow all Palestinians from all parts of the world 
to return to their motherland. Then a “democratic plebiscite should 
be held to decide the nature of the regime there in order to puf an 
end to the hostility through the "democratic" method of referendum. 

What the Arabs should bear in mind is that despite rhetoric 
statements, the U.S. is not a friend of the Arabs. During his 
address to the Congress which was tantamount fo a "declaration 
of war against the Arabs, Netanyahu several times received the 
standing and applauding of the Congress members. This hap- 
pened while a number of Arab ambassadors were present in the 
Congress. No Arab ruler has ever been received by the American 
statesmen fo thaf extent. 

As Netanyahu said in his address, besides milîtary assistance, 
Israel has been receiving "generous" aid from the U.S. for which 
he said, Israel is "deeply grateful." Probably the financial aids 
rendered to israel have been met by the petrodoilars that the Arab 
states have been spending on arms buildup without shooting a 
single bullet at [srael. 

In his address, Nefanyabu repeated the same absurd accusa- 
tions against Iran that Bilî Clinton and Warren Christopher have 
been repeating over the pasî several years. We do not intend to 
answer to his nonsensical accusations, for almost all impartial 
counfries of the world confirm that Israel is the embodiment of 
state-sponsored terrorism. If has 200 nuclear warheads in ils 
arsenal and has not allowed any international body to inspect its 
nudear installations. lt has violated all international rules and 
regulations on human rights. 

1 Given Netanyahu’s “declaration of war," the ball is in the court 

of the Muslim countries. It is time fhe Arab, Muslim countries 
convene a summit to draw a pracîical sirategy to confront the 
“war that Israel has waged on them.

(thought to be a factor in HIV in- 
fection), and an education program 
encouraged the villagers to seek 
treatment for venereal diseases, In 
the other six villages, they left 
things as they were. 

At the =nd of two years, tbe 
difference was stark, New HIV in- 
fections in the six villages that got 
extra attention were 42 percent 
lower than in the others. "Now, for 
the first time. we have a study 
which has shown that a relatively 
simple intervention in one of the 
world's poorest countries has a 
very substantial impact," said Pro- 
fessor David Mahey of the London 
School. 

Thailand is a far richer country 
than Tanzania, but there the same 
effect has been produced nation- 
wide. 

Working with 1991 data,. the 
U.S. Census Bureau predicted that 
AIDS deaths in Thailand would 
soar so fast that the average lifespan 
would fali from 75 to only 45 years 
— and that the country’s population 
would actually fall one percent by 
2010. The man most responsible 
for tuming this situation around is 
Mechai Viravaîdya, the director of 
the Population and Community De- 
velopment Association, also known 
as the ‘condom king”.

Uganda has no money to save these 
people even if a cure is found — so 
half its adult population is destined 
to die in the next ten yèars. 

This is a level of casualties nor- 
mally associated only with scenar- 
ios for nuclear holocaust, hut it is 
happening in Uganda now. The 
U.S. Census Bureau estimated two 
years ago that life expectancy in 
Uganda, projected at 59 years be- 
fore AIDS began decimating the 
population, will fall to only 32 


years by 2010. 

The rest of west, central and east 
Africa faces a catastrophe only 
slightly less dramatic: Over half the 
hospital beds in several big cities inı 
the region are now occupied by 
AIDS patients. Even South Africa, 
where health care and nutrition are 
well above the continental average, 
now has an HIV infection rate of 
7.6 percent. 

Infection rates are also so high 
in some nonp-African countries that 
they have drastic implications for 
population size. The same [994 
U.S. Census Bureau report esti- 
mated that in Brazil, Haiti and 
Thailand, plus the 13 worst-af- 
fected African countries, the cumu- 
lative AIDS toll by 2010 wil! be so 
great as to leave them with 121 
million fewer people than was pre- 
viously forecast. 

New protease-inhibiting drugs 
will save aimost none of these lives 
— nor thesê of the tens of millions 
of people in Asian countries like 
India and the Philippines where 
HIV infections are spreading just as 
fast, but are less well reported, The 
hope dawning in Vancouver is only 
hope for the relatively rich. But 
there is hope of a less expensivê 
variety dawning elsewhere.

TEHRAN -- We can't claim 
victory until the lab lady really 
sings, said Dr. Anthony Fauci, 
director of the U.S. National 
Institute of conference on AIDS in 
Vancouver. “She hasn't sung yet, 
but I think she is getting ready to 
sing.” 

The Vancouver conference, 
which opened on July 7, marks the 
first time that researchers think 
they are getting close to effective 
treatments for AIDS and its precur- 
sor, HIV infection. New combina- 
tions of drugs, particularly the class 
known as protease-inhibitors, are 
producing startling cases of remis- 
sion from full-blown AIDS, and 
have reduced the HIV virus in the 
blood of HIV-positive people to 
undetectable levels for up to half a 
year. 

If these early results are horne 
out by further tests, and if the rew 
drugs continue to suppress the HIV 
virus over a period of years without 
severe side-effects, then this is 
wonderful news for millions of 
HIV-positive people. 


More precisely, it is wonderful 
news for those HIV-positive people 
who live in countries that can afford 
the $15,000-$20.,000 annual per 
capita cost of tle treatment, and in 
social environments that let them 
follow a regimen uf treatment in- 
volving up to 20 pills a day and 
strict dietary rules. It means noth- 
ing to the other 90 percent of HIV- 
infected people, who live in the 
Third World. 

n the United States, an esti- 
mated one in 92 young men was 
HIV-positive in 1992. Until now, 
that was a delayed death sentence 
for the vast majority of those in- 
fected: HIV takes an average of ten 
years to develop into AIDS, but 
there was nO cure. 

In all, Perhaps a million Ameri- 
cans carry the HIV virus, out of a 
population of 260 million. A mil- 
lion nightmares — but the AIDS 
plague has never threatened the 
economic and social fabric of the 
United States or other developed 
countries. And maybe now medi- 
cinê will provide an escape from 
the nightmare, for those who can 
afford it, Elsewhere, the situation 
is very different.

Spanish Dociors 
Develop New 
Cholesterol Tesi 


MADRID (Reuter) - Two Spanish 
doctors said they have discovered a 
revolutionary new way of detecting 
high cholesterol which could save 
hundreds of lives and make diag- 
nosis possible on the intemeL. 

Biood tests would become a 
thing of the past if other scientists 
confirm their finding Lhat sustained 
high blood cholesterol levels can 
be detected in the nerve links be- 
tween the brain and the eyes. 

Antonio Alcala and Jose Maria 
Lopez have developed a compuicr- 
ized eye test which gives a person- 
alized analysis of lhe patient's risk 
of heart discase, Alcala told 
Reuters. 

“The lest is based on 21 nu- 
merical variables and therefore is 
very reliable,” Alcala said. “Jt can 
determine whether a patient's risk 
of heart disease is low, mediunı Or 
high." 

The analysis is performed by an 
ophtalmologist who feeds the data 
into the computer program. ‘“*“An 
American can gel the test donc by 
an ophtalmologist and fecd the data 
imto the program on (he intcmet,"” 
Alcala said. 

““We have been able to demon- 
strate that high and sustained levels 
of cholesterol provoke something 
which until now has not bcen de- 
scribed in worldwide medical lit- 
erature,” a statement from both 
doctors said. . 

““This is that the optical link in- 
cluding the cerebral cortex ...is af- 
fected by sustained high blood cho- 
lesterol levels.” 

Another finding is that people 
with allergies have a ‘genetic pro- 
tection’ against the possible effects 
of cholesterol, the doctors said. 

`*These results are revolutionary 
from every point of view as this 
would mean that patents with al- 
lergies...have an important asset in 
lengthening their life expectancy," 
a statement by both doctors said.

PARIS (AFP) — Frerıch courts 
dealt a double blow against 
political corruption Tuesday, 
confirming convictions of two 
ex-ministers including flamboyant 
ex-soccer boss Bernard Tapie. 

A decision confirming Tapie’'s 
personal bankruptcy moves him a 
step closer to political oblivion, 
while ex-Comnmunications Minister 
Alain Carigvon was slammed for 
having “committed the most seri- 
ous act which an elected deputy can 
commit. " 

The separate rulings were an- 
nounced within minutes of each 
other, iı Lyon far Carignon, andl in 
Tapie’s case at France's Supreme 
Court, the Cour de Cassation in 
Pasis. 


Tapie, the former star of the 
French left, risks losing both his 
French MP's seat and that in the 
Europeas Parliament after the Cour 
de Cassation ruling, confirming a 
corviction for fraudulent bank- 
ruptcy handed down in June. 

The fiery businessman-turned- 
politician, who has faced an array 
of charges in the past two years, 
immediately announced he would 
be taking the case to the European 
Court of Human Rights. 

Tapie, a minister under the late 
Francois Mitterrand, said it was 
"shocking that someone can be 
automatically made ineligible by a 
commercial tribunal's decision an- 
nouncing his hankruptcy, without 
any judge having ruled whether this

BELGRADE (Reuter) — Bosnian 
Serb military commander Ratko 
Mladic is keeping an 
uncharacteristically low profile as 
a UN tribunal prepares to issue an 
intemational arrest warrant after 
indicting him twice for war crimes. 

The UN War Crimes Tribunal 
on former Yugoslavia is expected 
to issue anı international arrest war- 
rant on Thursday for the arrest of 
General Mladic and his political 
master Radovan Karadzic, making 
them fugitives from justice world- 
wide. 

Tribunal prosecutors want both 
men to stand trial for genocide. 

The renewed pressure for their 
extradition to the hague coincides 
with a UN investigation of mass 
graves of Muslims massacred in the 
Serb conquest of Srebrenica in 
1995, believed to have been 
Europe's worst atrocity since 
World War H. 

The tribunal has charged that 
Karadzic and Mladic controlled the 
3-172 year siege of Sarajevo, in 
which some ]2,000 civilians died, 


and ordered the bloody Serb assault . 


on Srebrenica in July 1995. 

Prosecutor Mark Harmon, de- 
scribing the camage following the 
attack on Srebrenica, told the tribu- 
nal on Monday that Mladic had 
strutted around, lying to thousands 
of refugees that nöthing would hap- 
pen to them.

Their skin is brown rather than 
black and the tattoos on their faces- 
-wrinkle-like lines--snake from 
their foreheads to their necks. They 
gather tubers and hunt antelopes, 
giraffes and baboons with poisoned 
arrows and traps. Showing uncom- 
mon courage they even attack hyen- 
nas and lions to snatch their 
freshly-killed prey. 

They are difficult to forget: shy, 
agreeable, gentle-manneredl people.

You gel the same feeling among 
the Pygmies in the Ituri forest in 
Zuire who live not far away from 
the Hadza. The biggest hurdle to 
overcome is to get in touch with 
thern. You Jo not meet Pygmies on 
the precarious Jîrt roads that wind 
through the forest because the most 
interesting groups, with intact cul- 
tural traditions, keep well off the 
beaten path and live deep in thè 
tropical jungle. They are the ones 
who decide to make contact and not 
the other way around.
